PREFACE 


Compiling the Fairchild data in this book, is an attempt 
to bring together various sources to identify the male 
Fairchild lines up through the seventh generation, and 
including the children of that generation. Information 
is presented with sources, found in the bibliography 
in the back, of this book.. The burden of proof lies 

with you, the reader, using sources given to prove out 
your lineage. Variant spellings of Fairchild are 

found in records, and no distinction between the spell- 

ing .of Fairchild and Fairchilds is used by the writer. 
All vital records and names of husbands and wives known 
by the writer are given. Obviously, there is missing in 
formation, despite the writer's nineteen years of Fail — 
child research. A point was reached where research had 
to cease and the information put into print. Correct- 

ions, along with added information, will be welcomed by 
the writer. 

Whichever source is felt to be the most important is the 
source given. (See explanations. ) Multiple sources may 
occur, including those with the most information, indi- 
cating all sources should be consulted. Keep in mind 

that given and middle names are occasionally interchang- 
ed from one census to another. If it is known that a 
son grew to adulthood, and no records are found for him 
in Connecticut, chances are good that the son migrated 
west or south from that state. It has been impossible 
to match sons to fathers using the early census, 
1790—1840. Consequently, there are Fairchild lines that 
are traced back to a certain time in the 1700 's or 
1800 's and cannot be placed within a family group. 
These lines are presented in the last part of this book. 
The writer has many more smaller unplaced family groups 
that are not included. 

Sources are given precedence in the following order: 

1) Vital records containing births, marriages, deaths 
and burials. 

2) Legal documents such as wills, administrations, di- 
vorces, guardianships, court cases and military re- 
cords. 

3) Church records - births, baptisms, marriages, deaths 
and burials. 

4) Land records - liens, quit— claims, mortgages, gran- 
tee and grantor records, divorce and estate settle- 
ments. 

5) Census, including all federal census for Fairchild 
from 1790-1850, the 1880 and 1900 Soundex, some 1860 
1870 and 1910 federal census and some state censuses 

6) Cemetery records.

3) Quarterly publications. 

3) County and area histories in print. 

1) Mormon records. 

word regarding "Confiscated Estates and Loyalists", 
onnecticut researcher, Mrs. Barbara Brown, informed the 
riter that documents pertaining to this subject in 
he Connecticut State Library are separate from the reg- 
lar documents.

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SEflBROOK/ SEflBROOICE 


At least two Robert Seabrookes resided in Hertfordshire, 
England within the late 1500‘s and early 16O0's. It is 
possible that Robert Seabrooke of Stratford, CT. origi- 
nated from Tring, Hertfordshire, since he had daughters 
whose names agree as wives of Connecticut settlers in 
the same time period as that of Thomas Fairchild. The 
names and dates of christenings of the daughters appear 
in Hertford church records. Donald Lines Jacobus dis- 

cusses the Seabrookes on page 523 of volume I of his 
book History and Genealogy of the Families of Old Fair - 
field . 

Alice Goodspeede is presumed to be the wife of Robert 
Seabrooke. According to parish records of Wingrave, Buck- 
inghamshire, she was baptised 19 Aug 1576, daughter of 
Nicholas Goodspeede. She married Robert Seabrooke in 

Wingrave 12 Sep 1596. He was baptised 11 Jan in Tring, 
son of Robert Seabrooke. Their children, according to 
Tring parish records, are as follows:

In the American Genealogist , volume 50, pages 95 — 96, 
this family is discussed, with the suggestion offered 
that if this Robert is the man who came to Stratford, CT. 
then he must have had a second wife who would be mother 
of two younger daughters, one of whom who could be the 
wife of Thomas Fairchild. Various researchers offer 

the names of Emma or Faith as the wife of Thomas. 
Neither of these two names appear on the Tring parish 
records. 

Donald Lines Jacobus gives the marriages of Robert Sea- 
brooke ‘s daughters as follows: 

1) Mary married (1) William Preston and (2) Thomas Kim- 
berly.

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PROLOGUE 


OTHER FAIRCHILDS and THE TWO/ THREE BROTHERS STORIES 

Throughout older county history books, biographies and 
family legends, the two or three brothers stories, or 
stories of twin brothers, abound. Although they should 
not be completely disregarded, they should be given 
scant attention, as many bear no truth. Men of the same 
surname who settled early in North America, and whose 
lineage was unknown or lost, seem to be grouped together 
as brothers, twins or as triplets by authors of these 
earlier books. 

An outstanding example of this is the claim that Andrew, 
Rantsford and Hill were three Fairchild brothers who emi- 
grated from Ireland to America about 1750 and. settled in 
Connecticut. (53H) Research of vital records, deeds and 
probate records in Connecticut give ample proof the Wil- 
liam Hill Fairchild and Ransford (sic) were indeed bro- 
thers, but sons of Josias and Mary (Hill) Fairchild of 
Newtown and Redding, CT. Mary's sister, Abigail, mar — 
ried Andrew Fairchild, who was brother of Josias. Both 
men were sons of Samuel and Dinah (Burwell) Fairchild. 
Thus one must approach with caution the story regarding 
Thomas Fairchild of Connecticut having a brother or a 
twin who settled in Canada or in the Carolinas. Some 
family legends even say Thomas came to Connecticut with 
two brothers. These stories must not be ignored, but 
neither fully believed until proven true. After in- 
tensive research in Connecticut, it is this writer's 
opinion that Thomas probably came alone to Connecticut 
and that all of his children are accounted for. 

If there is a relationship with the South Carolina Fair- 
childs, it would be back in England. Research has not 
established the identity of the parents of Thomas and 
Richard Fairchild, brothers who appear in Charleston, S. 
C. about 1700. Through research on allied lines, it has 
been determined they probably came from London, as did 
their sister Mary. Note that Thomas of Connecticut went 
to London to marry his second wife. 

Other Fairchild men, born as early as 17Q6, have come 
not only from England, but from Scotland, Ireland and 
Germany. Searching records in the Greater London Record 
Office, the writer discovered a record of a Thomas Fair 
child who, with five other men, had broken into a London 
house and removed some of its contents. The men were 
picked up by authorities in St. Andrew's parish, Holborr 
and confined to Newgate Prison. To gain his freedom, 
Thomas, along with other prisoners, was sent fron 
Newgate to Barbados in 1679. A John H. Fairchild was 
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also on the list of prisoners in Newgate, but his fate 
is unknown to the writer. Barbados records show that 
Fairchilds were there in the l?00's, and trade and tra- 
vel were carried on between Barbados and the mainland of 
America. 

Early in America there were other unidentified Fairchild 
men. The name of a Thomas Fairchild appears in 1690 in 
the land patents of Rappahannock county, VA. (374) Again 
a Thomas Fairchild was involved in the Virginia land pa- 
tents in New Kent county in 1691. (374) On December 12, 
1693 a Thomas Fairchild was witness to a deed in Sitten— 
burn parish, Richmond county, VA. (373B) A John Fair- 
child received a land warrant on October 31, 1707 for 

500 acres in Craven county, N.C. (558) (Not until 1730 

was the preliminary boundary set between North and South 
Carolina. ) In 1719 a James Fairchild was one of 66 per 
sons in New Kent county, VA. (374) 

It can no longer be said that all or most of the Fail 
childs in America are descended from Thomas Fairchild of 
Connecticut .

The following account of Thomas comes from William H. 
Wilcoxson’s History of Stratford . The year Thomas came 
to America is not known, nor is it known if he married 
in England or America. He was among those families who 
first settled at the site of Stratford, CT. in 1638/9. 
He was a Deputy from Stratford to the General Court and 
served eleven sessions from Apr 1646 to Oct 1665. In 
those days the office of Commissioner was similar to 
that of the elected Justice of the Peace of today, and 
Thomas served in this capacity more than once. After 
the death of his first wife, he Journeyed to London 
where he married again. The pre- nuptial agreement shows 
that he executed a bond, providing the bride with a life 
estate in his lands and a sum of 200 pounds to be paid 
to her if he died before arrival in New England. The 
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contract was never carried out and was settled after 
Thomas' death by the General Court, ordering the money 
be paid. The estate was valued at 350 pounds. The 
Stratford land records give the settlement. On May 22, 
167? Mrs. Katherine Judson, by virtue of a contract with 
Mr. Thomas Fairchild, late deceased, by the consent of 
the General Court of Connecticut, "hath a dwelling 
house, barn, orchard and homelot of 2 acres". Thomas' 
will, written a week, before he died, named the children 
of his first wife and wife Katherine, but did not 
include her children. A footnote in the Colonial 
Records, 11:199, gives the following additional facts: 
"A copy of marriage contract between Thomas Fairchild of 
Stratford, merchant, and Catherine Craigg, a sister of 
Elizabeth Whiting, widow of London, Executed in England 
December 22, 1662. " The ceremony was performed in St. 
Stephen's Church in London. That church has long since 
burned and was never rebuilt. 

It seems to be generally accepted that Thomas sailed for 
America from Barnstable, Devonshire, England, although 
the writer has found no proof for this. Sources vary as 
to the birthplace of Thomas - Kent, Wingrave in Bucks. , 
High Laver in Essex, Barnstable and Cambridgeshire. 
Charles E. Banks, in his book T opographical Dictionary 
of 2QB5 English Emigrants to New England 1620-1650 . 
1937, on page 47 lists Thomas Fairchild as coming from 
High Laver in Essex to Stratford, CT. His reference is 
his own Banks manuscript, shared by the Library of 
Congress and the public library in Bangor, Maine. Mr. 
Banks says Thomas was "perhaps from High Laver", yet he 
lists Thomas on page 174 of his manuscript as of Onger 
Hundred in Essex. In 1985 the writer visited High Laver 
Parish and spoke with the vicar. He could not produce 
parish records of that period, explaining that many 
times the records were considered the property of the 
presiding minister who took them with him when he left 
the parish. The writer visited the Essex Record Office 
in Chelmsford and could not verify Banks' claim. There 
was a Thomas Fairchild and wife Mary in High Laver 
Parish but at a date too late to be the Thomas in 
question.

Banks says Thomas was "perhaps from High Laver", yet he 
lists Thomas on page 174 of his manuscript as of Onger 
Hundred in Essex. In 1985 the writer visited High Laver 
Parish and spoke with the vicar. He could not produce 
parish records of that period, explaining that many 
times the records were considered the property of the 
presiding minister who took them with him when he left 
the parish. The writer visited the Essex Record Office 
in Chelmsford and could not verify Banks' claim. There 
was a Thomas Fairchild and wife Mary in High Laver 
Parish but at a date too late to be the Thomas in 
question. About the time of 1610, when Thomas of 
Stratford was probably born, there were found in the IGI 
four Thomas Fairchilds: Thomas s/o Willyam & Alee 
Farchild (sic) bpt .

Charles is on the Fairfield, CT. land re- 
cords as having received 10A of land from his mother 1 
F©b 1762. Charles died intestate. His wife was admtrx. 
and received life use of 8 and 1/2A of a total of 23A of 
land. The remainder was sold to pay debts, as the 
estate was insolvent. No children for this couple have 
been found, and Naomi did not receive money for child 
support. His inventory was small and included only one 
bed with bedding, indicating a lack of children. 

There are contradictions in print regarding the Mary who 
was the wife of Samuel Adams. 15 Apr 1762 was the di- 
vision and mutual distribution of the estate of Samuel 
Fairchild: "to wife Dinah, to Samuel Fairchild, Ephraim 

Fairchild, Samu el Adams and wife Mary . John Judson and 
wife Abigail, all of Stratford; Oliver Fairchild of 
Newtown, Stephen Fairchild of Danbury; Benjamin 
Fairchild, Peter Fairchild, Andrew Fairchild, Josias 
Fairchild and Charles Fairchild of Redding". Andrew and 
Char les received the house and barn. (Fairfield land 
rec. 14:182) Samuel Adams of Stratford and Litchfield 
was b. 3 May 1706 Milford, CT. , s/o William & 

Elizabeth. (1A) His children by Mary were Samuel,

The will of Samuel Adams of Stratford, dated 18 Oct 
1782, names wife Mary; sons Samuel and Elijah, the 
latter having died leaving heirs; dau.

(Andrew received the interest 
in mines in Nine Partners, N. Y. , plus land in Redding 
and Milford, his father's law books and silver— belted 
sword. ) The estate was probated 10 Mar 1789. 
(St rat f ord/L i tchf ield 1791:20) Another Samuel Adams was 
of Fairfield, Greenwich and Danbury in the same time 
period. Nothing could be found to identify his wife. It 
would seem that Orcutt 's History of Stratford began 
the confusion on Mary who married Samuel Adams and had 
a son, the Hon. Andrew Adams. The error was then picked 
up by others and carried on. 

The sons of Samuel Fairchild were divided in their sym- 
pathies to the Crown at the time of the American Revolu- 
tion. Benjamin, Andrew and Josias were Loyalists. Oli- 
ver fought against the British, Peter was inclined to- 
ward the Crown and Stephen's loyalty to the American 
cause is in question. Samuel and Ephraim were in their 
sixties. Nothing is known of Charles' loyalty.

Missing from the list 
of heirs is Zachariah, although the Stratford vital re- 
cords give his date of birth as "son of James". "It is 
my will and direction that my moveable estate do not a— 
mount to so much as I have given to my three daughters 
and grand-daughters that my two sons shall have their 
equal proportion to make their sum up abovesaid. " (Will 
of James) If Zachariah had already received his share, 
the will should have mentioned that. T. M. Fairchild, 
in his book The Name and Family of Fairchild . gives 
Zachariah as a son of James and believes he was a Loyal- 
ist who went to Canada, and is ancestor of a Canadian 
branch of Fairchilds. However, the Revolutionary War 
was yet sixteen years after James wrote his will, so 
Zachariah would not have been excluded because of his 
loyalties. Zachariah might have been disowned. Possi- 
ble descendants of Zachariah are given in the "unplaced" 
section of this book.

The search for Josias began on discovery of a query in 
the genealogy column of the old Boston Transcript (53H) 
stating that three Fairchild brothers, Andrew, Hill and 
Rantsford (sic) had migrated to America about 1750. An- 
drew proved to be a brother of Josias, Hill was found to 
be William Hill, s/o Josias, and Rantsford (sic) proved 
to be Ransford, s/o Josias. The query gave the names of 
Ezekial, Botsford, Eliza and Rantsford as children of 
Andrew. Ezekial proved to be s/o Josias and Botsford 
was the maiden name of both William Hill 's wife and 
Ransford' s wife. Eliza and the second Rantsford have 
not been identified, although Ransford had a grandson 
who bore his name. Newtown deeds gave the proof of 
relationship of Josias and his sons. Josias (also called 
Josiah) was married and living in Redding, CT. at the 
time of his father's death in 1761. Four of his eight 
brothers had loyalties toward the Crown. Josias was 
probably the Joseph who subscribed to the Redding, CT. 
Association of Loyalists. (341) It appears he left his 
young family to fight on the side of the British in the 
American Revolution. His brother Andrew was administra- 
tor when Josias' estate was adjudged forfeit to the 
state of Connecticut 25 Aug 1783. On the cover Jacket 
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of the ©state papers, the word "deceased" is not checked 
but "confiscated" is written in, so Josias was still a— 
live. Forfeited were 3A of land and a house. (8A) Be- 
cause the British destroyed records in the "Danbury 
Raid", no Danbury deeds exist before 1777. The Danbury 
land records show that on 1 Nov 1784 Andrew, as adminis- 
trator, sold real estate to pay debts owed by Josias, 
now "deceased, late of Danbury". The widow Mary remai — 
ried shortly to Lemuel Sherman of Newtown, CT. Danbury 
deeds prove relationships when Lemuel and Mary leased a 
house and lot to Andrew Fairchild, which "belonged to my 
wife's late husband Josias Fairchild". Newtown deeds 
prove further relationships: 

1) Lemuel Sherman of Newtown to Ransford Fairchild of 
Newtown, "son of my wife". 

2) Ezekial Fairchild of Newtown "to my mother Mary Shei — 
man, wife of Lemuel". 

3) Hezekiah B. Nichols and wife Sarah of Trumbull, CT . , 
"to brother Ezekial Fairchild". 

Ezekial quit-claimed land to William Hill Fairchild be- 
fore he left for New York. (41A) 

In his will, proved 10 Sep 1787, William Hill of Redding, 
Mary's father, left land to daughters Abigail Fairchild, 
wife of Andrew, and Mary Fairchild, wife of Josias. Ma- 
ry's name of Fairchild is crossed out and the name of 
Sherman added. The estate of Mary (Hill) Fairchild 
Sherman, probated 18 Oct 1808, listed a note against

From the Revolutionary War pension file 
of Timothy Shay, husband of Hannah of North Salem, West— 
Chester county, N.Y. , there is proof she and Benjamin 
are sister and brother. Benjamin and James are proved 
to be brothers in the administration of James' estate. 
Both men had a wool and carding mill in Remsen, Oneida 
county, N.Y. C147) The same source states that Ezekial 
Fairchild was the first teacher in the township of Rem- 
sen. The Revolutionary War pension papers for Stephen 
give a detailed account of the places in which the fami- 
ly lived during the war years and afterward. (See ac- 
count under Stephen IA3-1-4. ) James' pension record 
lists area in which he lived, stating he was born in 
Bedford, and ending in Remsen. . The pension record of 
John states he lived in Bedford. He was married in Sa- 
lem, Westchester county, N.Y. (HID) Coincidence of 
facts tends to draw these people together; and since no 
one but Thomas has been found in Bedford that early, 
these four men probably are his sons. James and Benja- 
min settled in Oneida county and Ezekial also is found 
there. These three men died in Oneida county. Stephen 
resided in Orange county, N.Y. and eventually went to 
Fayette county, according to his pension record.

(8A) There is confusion between this 
Robert, born 1703, and his nephew Robert, born 
1737/1738, son of Curtis and Harcy. George Munson Cui — 
tis, in his book Early Silver of Connecticut and Its 
Makers , 1913, states that "Capt . " Robert Fairchild was 
born in Stratford in 1703, moving shortly thereafter to 
Durham, CT. He distinguished himself as a representa- 
tive in the General Assembly 1739—1745, as auditor of 
Durham in 1740 and received a title of Captain in 1745. 
In 1747 he moved to Stratford and in 1772 to New Haven. 
He had a goldsmith's and a Jeweller's business in New 
Haven, but very few pieces of his silver were in exis- 
tence in 1913. The author states a New York newspaper 

announcement, under date of November 26, 1794, gave the 

death of Captain Robert Fairchild of New Haven as having 
Just occurred, as Robert had gone to New York to live as 
an old man. This date is almost two years after Rob- 
ert's will was proved in Stratford. Robert is buried in 
Stratford cemetery with inscription of death “January 20 
1793, age 89". This date must be in error as it is the 
same date as the proving of the will. 1 

The 1790 New York census, Columbia county, town of Paw- 
ling, has a Robert Fairchild as head of family with one 
male over 16, one male under 16 and 3 females. These 
numbers correspond with the family of the nephew, Robert 
of New Haven, born 16 Jan 1738 in Durham (VR) , his son 
Robert born 1277 (12K), wife Ruth and daughters Anna, 
age 18, and Betsey, age 11. The May 1770 court records 
of Northampton, MA. call him Robert of New Haven, a yoe- 
man (farmer), in a case brought by Robert for money owed 
him. In The Hutchins Family of Allegan County, Mich- 
igan , 1961, author Evert 0 Hutchins, on page 330, says 

Ruth Starr married Robert Fairchild and went to New York 
According to Connecticut Bible Records at the Connecti- 
cut State Library in Hartford, Robert who married Ruth 
Starr was born in Middletown, CT. , went to Stratford and 
died 15 Nov 1 794 (no place given), age 57. The New Ha- 
ven First Congregational Church has nine entries for Ro- 
bert's children, and one of these entries gives him as 
Capt. Robert. (See Robert IB1— 3-5) No probate is 

recorded in Connecticut for either Robert or Ruth, nor 
is there a cemetery record for them. Their sons 
Hamlet and Robert are on the 1800 New York census in New 
York county. 
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Readers may draw their own conclusions, but it would ap- 
pear that the younger Robert died in New York and that 
author Mr. Curtis confused his death date with that of 
Robert who died in Stratford. Quite a coincidence that 

both men lived in the same places and died so closely 
together.

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the Newark., N.J. ratables 1780-1783. C270L) In 1784 he 
was given a mortgage for land in Morris county while of 
Essex county. (2?OK) "It is assumed from the wording of 
James Hindes will" (N.J. A. 32:158) "that there was a 
child by the second wife, or that he anticipated there 
might be. " (270L) 

Samuel and Abraham were sons of Alexander and Deborah 
(Jackson) Fairchild who went to New Jersey, along with 
their sisters Sarah, who married Benjamin Beach, and 
Deborah, who married Zechariah Fairchild. (41A) Not un- 
til Donald Lines Jacobus did Fairchild research on the 
Fairfield county land records, was it known that Samuel 
and Abraham were sons of Alexander . Several authors 
have erroneously given Samuel as a son of Caleb, who was 
brother of Zechariah, mentioned above, who also went to 
New Jersey. Fairfield county, Ct . deeds prove these two 
men are sons of Alexander. On 21 Feb 173b Abraham pur- 
chased for 18 pounds, from brother Alexander, land on 
Golden Hill, from "the estate of my father, Alexander, 
deceased".

(41A) No grave or cemetery 
record has been found in Connecticut or Pennsylvania for 
Eunice, wife of Stephen. It is known that Stephen, 
daughter Eunice and grandson Asa, son of Abraham, went 
to Susquehanna county, PA. 
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In a diary kept by Silas Beardsley, who also went from 
Connecticut to Susquehanna county, PA. , he says, "The 
first cemetery was on land owned by Andrew Canfield", 
husband of Eunice. "The adult buried there was his 
wife's father by the name of Fairchild in November 1811" 
Stephen died at age 88 and was possibly a Revolutionary 
War soldier. (634) As of 1990 there is nothing left to 
mark his grave, but evidence of early burials suggest he 
is buried in the northeast corner of Middletown ceme- 
tery, Susquehanna county, PA. (19) 

In question is the age of eighty years at death of Eu- 
nice (Fairchild) Canfield on 3 Dec 1844, conflicting 
with the birthdate of 7 Sep 1756 her father registered 
for her in Kent. We know she married Andrew Canfield 
and that her father was Stephen Fairchild. It would 
seem the headstone age at death might be in error. 
Eunice married Andrew in Jan 1781. (35U) If her birth 
was 1764, to comply with the age on the headstone, she 
would have been age 16 when married. The marriage at 
age 23, using the 1756 date, is more plausible. No 
other Eunice has been found in Connecticut with the 
1764 birthdate. 

The same situation may exist with Agur in Oneida county, 
N. Y. Agur 's registered birthdate of 17 Nov 1751 con- 
flicts with the headstone death date of 1 Jan 1840, age 
90 years, 3 months.

In his book. Genealogical and Personal History of Fay- 
ette County. Pennsylvania . John W. Jordan states on pa- 
ges 371-2 that Stephen Fairchild is the son of Phineas 
of Morris county, NJ. , that Stephen was born in Morris 
county and served in the Revolutionary War at age 15, 
taking the place of "one of his older brothers" who had 
been taken ill. 

To begin with, Phineas did have a son Stephen who served 
in the Revolutionary War but who had NO older brothers, 
according to the children listed by Mr. Jordan and by 
the History of the First Presbyterian Church, Morris- 
town, New Jersey . (131) This Stephen remained in New 
Jersey. (358) 

The clues to correct this error are found in the Revolu- 
tionary War pension record #W1403 (35J) of Stephen Fait — 
child. In the affidavit made by Stephen, he gives a de- 
tailed account of the years 1776 to 1795. He states he 
was born in the town of Bedford, Westchester county, NY. 
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in 1762. In his 15th year he volunteered in Jui 1776 
for service. He was taken ill about a week before the 
battle of White Plains and was sent home. When recover- 
ed, he was ordered to take a team to remove the stores 
from North Castle to Peekskill. In 1777 he remained at 
home to guard as a "minute man" in Bedford for about a 
year. In Apr 1778 he and his family moved to New 
Fairfield, CT. He then saw service of nearly two months 
defending a pass in the Fish Kill (sic) mountains. In 
1779 his father moved back into New York state in Albany 
county, and Stephen joined Col. Waterman’s Rgt. and saw 
three months' service. He fought against the British 
and Indians on the Mohawk River in 1780. From then un- 
til discharge he resided in Orange county, NY. and sup- 
plied the army with boots and shoes. He is there on the 
1790 NY. census. In 1795 he went to Fayette county. , 
PA. to live. Included in this pension record is an ap- 
plication of the widow Elizabeth for a pension, plus in- 
formation from the family bible. (35J)

Nathaniel served as Pvt. , Sgt . and Sgt . — Major in the 
American Revolution for a total of thirteen months on 
five different occasions, seeing service on one occasion 
at the battle of Monmouth, N. J. Sometime after 1787 he 
moved to New York and finally settled in Erie county, 
N. Y. He applied for a pension 4 Dec 1832 at age 80. 

Pension was granted in 1834 at $60 a year. (35M) 

The writer has located two contradictory sources of in- 
formation regarding the lineage of Nathaniel, from W. B. 
Plume's Fairchild genealogy (235) and from Revolution- 
ary War Soldiers. DAR Graves (507). Mr. Plume gives Na- 

thaniel as son of Isaac, who was son of John, the young- 
est son of Thomas of Connecticut. (See line of John — 
IE) Mr. Plume says John's family was living in Phila- 
delphia, PA. in 1689, and were in Monmouth county, NJ. 
in 1721. He states John died in Kenilworth, Warwickshire 
England in 1762. No source is given for this information 
The data from Revolutionary War Soldiers, DAR Graves 
gives Nathaniel's father as Isaac who came from Warwick- 
shire, England to Philadelphia, PA. and then to New Jer- 
sey. It states that Isaac was born 1693 and died 1762 
in Kenilworth, Warwickshire, and that Nathaniel was age 
twenty-four in 1776, living with his mother in Barnard 
township, Somerset county, N. J. when he enlisted in the 
army at Fishkill, N. Y. for a term of nine months. When 
Nathaniel applied for a pension in Erie county, N. Y. in 
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1832. Caleb Fairchild of Buffalo, NY. , "a relative", 
swore in an affidavit 16 Jul 1833 that he knew Nathaniel 
well and that the above facts were true. Nathaniel's 
sister, Theodosea Hall of Carlisle, Schoria (sic) county 
(Schoharie county), NY. also gave a sworn statement and. 
affidavit on 12 Aug 1833 to the above facts as true. 
There is a statement at the end of this information that 
it is from a copy of the application papers for Nathan- 
iel 's pension. (50?) The writer obtained copies of Nath- 
aniel’s complete service record from the National 
Archives and found it contained nothi ng regarding pai — 
entage of Nathaniel, Caleb or Theodosea, so the state- 
ment from CbO?) is misleading. Caleb and Theodosea were 
only vouching for Nathaniel's statements in his pension 
application. 

Now, the probate record for Gershom Fairchild of Barnard 
township, Somerset county, NJ. names in his will, dated 
20 Jul 1776, "daughter Theodosea, wife of Jacob Hall". 
She also signed as a witness to the will. Nathaniel was 
one of three executors, and Gershom calls him "my son 
Nathaniel". Gershom also names Caleb, Benjamin, 

Hezekiah, Aaron and Joseph as "sons", plus his four dau- 
ghters. Thus Nathaniel, Theodosea Hall and Caleb are 
definitely established as children of Gershom. (8L) 

Land records and probate records in both Monmouth and 
Ocean counties, NJ. were researched, but nothing was 
found for this family. Only the New Jersey Archives 
give evidence of an early Fairchild, that of Joseph 
Fairchild who held a mortgage on the property of John 
Browne of Matawan, Monmouth county according to Browne's 
will dated 14 Sep 1714.

There is also the argument for the name 
of Jackson in that one term oF his enlistment of three 
months in the American Revolution in North Carolina was 
under the command of Capt . William Jackson, whose daugh— 
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ter he could have married. There no doubt was a second 
marriage to a woman whose name may have been Johnson, 
causing the confusion of the names Jackson and Johnson. 
In 1810 Abiud was in Washington county, VA. (26) Between 
1810 and 1820, when he is alone on the 1820 Floyd county, 
KY. census, his wife had probably died, perhaps at the 
birth about 1813—1815 of a son later known as Lowry Fair- 
child. It is possible that Abiud, finding himself a 
widower in his early 50 's, and with a newborn son, a 
daughter Celia about age four, sons Enoch about age nine 
and Asa about age thirteen, would turn to his recently 
married daughters for help in caring for the younger 
children. From the 1820 Floyd county, KY. census for 
George Blair, who married Abiud's daughter Mary, the 
couple have not been married long enough to have a male 
10-16 and a female 10-16. These children must be Enoch 
and Celia, siblings of Mary who, with George, are 

raising the two children. The ages of Hannah, Susannah 
and Rebecca have been determined by the census and place 
of birth, and slip neatly into place as the daughters 
of Abiud. Positive proof is needed. Lowry most likely 

was taken by Hannah as a newborn and given the name of 

Lowry, the middle name of her husband. Abiud's pension 
application was executed 18 Feb 1834 in Floyd county, 
KY. (35N) Sometime after 1840 the families moved to 
Johnson county, KY. where Abiud lived on Jennie's Creek 
until his death.

Cui — 
tis mortgaged his properties several times in the ensu- 
ing years.

According to the Guilford deeds, after 15 Oct 1810 and 
before 16 May 1811, Curtis and Rebecca went to Richmond, 
VA. By 17 Sep 1817 they were again "of Guilford" when 
their property again was mortgaged. Curtis evidently 
was engaged in some aspect of commerce, as he kept 
mortgaging his property. The trip to Virginia also 
suggests a business venture of some kind. The 1817 date 
is the final one for any land or property transactions 
for Curtis and Rebecca. No release of this last mort- 
gage was found, nor could any further information be 
found in Connecticut on Curtis. (41A) (169) 

In 1850 Rebecca was living in New Milford, PA. with her 
daughter Jane Ward and family. Her age was 78. (1850 PA. 
census taken 13 Aug. ) According to the Griswold geneal- 
ogy Rebecca died in 1858.

The name of Abraham, abbreviated as Abram, can easily be 
mistaken for the name of Abner on the early census and 
church records. Conversely, the name of Abner can be 
mistaken for Abram. It has been difficult to determine 
which of these two names applies to the above man.

Hannah, age about 22, 
could have taken the baby to raise and given him the 
name of Lowry, her new husband’s middle name, but retain- 
ing the surname of Pairchild. In the will of Hannah's 
husband, William Lowrie Reed, he states, "to my partner 
and companion Hannah Fairchilds and her son, Lowry Fair- 
childs", and goes on to name his five children by Hannah 



This statement also suggests that Lowry might be a son 
of Hannah born out-of-wedlock. 

Lowry is on the 183? Floyd county, KY. tax list, as a 
Floyd county deed, dated 22 Mar 1837, shows that he pur- 
chased 50 acres for $100.00 from Elias Davis. (41U) Lowry 
signed the minutes as clerk for the May, June and July 
meetings of the Union Church. He missed the September, 
October and December meetings so a committee visited him 
to see why he was absent as clerk. In January 1840 he 
attended the monthly meeting and divulged that his feel- 
ings were hurt by some unbecoming remarks by two women 
regarding his family. The Church sent a committee to 
see the women, and one of them was then excluded from 
the Church. In June 1841 Lowry and Rachel received let- 
ters of dismissal to another church. (189E) 

Lowry is on the 1840 Floyd county, KY. census near Abiud, 
Rachel appears on the 1850 Johnson county, KY. census as 
head of household. Correspondence with Lowry's descen- 
dants reveals that Lowry probably was in some kind of 
trouble and had deserted his family by 1850. Nothing 
more is known of him.

Mary stated she was denied any rents or in- 
come from the farm and home she formerly occupied "and 
which she labored and toiled to make a home in old age". 
The petition by the Thomases was dismissed "and that the 
said defendant receive of the said plaintiffs his (attor- 
ney) costs in this behalf expended, taxed at $8.00".

She and her brother Lorenzo 
were on a speaking tour across the country relating the 
events of the previous years. It was August 9, 1850 when 

the Oatman family Joined a wagon train in Independence, 
MO. and headed for California. The party split at the 
Santa Fe Pass and the Oatmans took off on their own near 
Tucson, AZ. , despite strong warnings of danger from In- 
dians. Near Gila Bend, AZ. the family was attacked and 
massacred by Apaches. Olive, age 16, and a younger sis- 
ter, Mary Ann, were carried off by the Indians. After 
about a year the girls were traded to the Mohave Indians 
and Mary Ann died. Lorenzo, who had been left for dead, 

was rescued and taken on to California. He began the 

search for his sisters and was finally able to rescue 
Olive in January 1856. After their marriage, John and 
Olive resided in Detroit, MI. and later settled in Shei — 
man. TX. , where John founded the City Bank of Sherman. 
Olive always wore a veil when in public to hide the four 
blue tattoo marks on her chin, put there by the Mohaves. 
The writer has been to the area west of Gila Bend and 

has seen the mountainous terrain to the west where the 

massacre occurred. The area can now be reached only 
with a foui — wheel-drive vehicle during the dry season of 
the year.

Shiloh, known later as “Shy* 1 , met his first wife when he 
worked in her father's grocery store in Wiota, WI . Af- 
ter four years of marriage, they moved to Turner county, 
Dakota Territory, near Parker. Nineteen years later his 
wife died. Shiloh was president of the school board in 
Parker when he hired Grace Wayne, a teacher looking for 
work. Despite age difference, they were married over a 
year later and lived on his farm east of town. About 
1902 they homesteaded in Haakon county, S. D. , 90 miles 

from a doctor and groceries in Pierre. With Grace 
pregnant most of the time with their ten children, they 
slowly prospered, though most always were in debt. Life 
was extremely difficult in those days. The family 
milked cows and Shy traded horses, though not always ob- 
taining the best bargain. He had always been proud of 
an earlier "matched team" that had won races for him. In 
1920 the farm became a ranch, but in 1931 Shy and Grace 
had a sale, divided the property and lived apart.

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HARMON CANFIELD and MARY AMANDA

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Harmon Canfield Fairchild is the great-grandfather of 
the writer. He was about fourteen years of age when the 
family came from Connecticut to Susquehanna county, PA. 
He was a tall young man and fast on his feet. A favor- 
ite family story concerns the day he was hunting in the 
woods and caught a deer by the taili His wife was the 
daughter of a physician in Susquehanna county. Of 
Harmon's six sons, only two grew to adulthood. It was 
as a civilian when, in July of 1863, Harmon drove a load 
of supplies to Gettysburg. In a letter home to his wife 
he wrote of helping to search the battlefield to collect 
swords, rifles, bayonets, knapsacks, etc. for the array, 
and of loading the wounded onto railroad cars to be ta- 
ken to Baltimore, Philadelphia and New York City. He 
tells of walking “across the bloody field to pick black 
berries and raspberries along the hedgerows". In 1869 he 
and son Herman built their house that stands today on 
Chestnut Hill, one and one quarter miles west of Brook- 
lyn, Susquehanna county, PA. (300) 

Herman LeRoy Fairchild was a pioneer environmentalist as 
well as a reknowned geologist. He survived the illness 
that claimed the lives of his three little brothers but 
was in frail health for some years. He spent a lonely 
childhood on the Pennsylvania farm, close to nature. At

gy and was among those students of the second graduating 
class of Cornell University. His wife was a teacher and 
a descendant of the New Jersey Egberts. In 1888 Herman 
became the first geology professor at the University of 
Rochester, retiring in 1923. He was an early member and 
officer of the Geological Society of America and was its 
foremost authority on the glacial geology of New York 
state. He also held an office in the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science. His geologic re- 
search and scientific writings gained him world-wide re- 
cognition.

Theo- 
dosia behaved admirably until Monday morning when she 
took the stagecoach to her grandfather Schofield's house. 
The young ministers were also taking that stage. Just as 
the coach pulled away, she called, 'Goodby, Grandmother*

Minerva! ' Much to the embarrassment of the Fairchilds. 
The young ministers gasped, 'Are you their GRANDDAUGHTER

James' estate was probated 1869 in Mis- 
souri, and by 1870 Margaret had left her cleared land 
and was living in Parker county, TX. with Abijah and 
Sarah Florida. By 1870 settlement of the area was in- 
creasing, but Indians and outlaws were a danger. Most 
of the land was uncleared and unsuitable for farming. 
One of Margaret's descendants wonders why Margaret left 
her friends, her farm and her memories to come to this 
frontier with only two teenage children. It could be 

that she went to Texas with her newly married daughter, 
Mary Ann. In 1880 Margaret was residing with son Abijah 
and family in Cooke county, TX. She later moved to Hood 
county, TX. to live her remaining years with Mary Ann. 
Mary Ann is remembered as being a stern, Victorian woman 
with white hair, who was extremely superstitious. Her 
husband died in 1913, after which she accompanied her 
son, Abijah, to California, where she died.
